Character. 

The Thunderer Advises Conser* 
vatlves Not to Vote For 
Marl<s. 



London, Sept 2-1.— An extraordinary 
and quite unusual element has boon in- 
iriaiaceu into Jjjnglish politics in connec- 
tion with the candidacy of Harry Marks 
in the pemling bye-oloctioii in tho Isle 
')f Thanot. .Mr. Marks, who, from 1871 
to 1SS2, iwas a newspaperman iu New 
i ork, and who now is the wealthy chief 
owner of the Fimmcial News of this 
city, has been adopted hy/tho local Con- 
servaLives as their candidate. This ac- 
tion caused a disagreement, several 
prominent local Conservatives refusing 
to support him on account of his fail- 
ure in ISaO iu a criminal libel action 
wliich ho brought against a man who 
circulated various charges. He has tlio 
supjiort of the local committee. 

The agitation was brought to a head 
by a lengthy editorial 'in, the London 
'J'inu's on Tliui'.'dlay, which' broke away 
from party ties and declared it were 
■'better for the government to lose a 
seat than be associated iu the cause of 
Uiuonisni with a man who gives no 
J)nblic reful.'ition of such charges iia liave 
been publicly made against -Marks." 

The Times' unusual action in advising 
the Coiiserv.'ilives to vote against iho 
government oandidato on such grounds 
cieated a seusutiou. Mr. Marks retort-, 
ed with a bitter attack on tho Times, 
ana Mr. Walter, tho proprietor, dcclar- 
Hig that the aspersions of his honor 
were entirely' ^ue to the alleged ex- 
posure by the Financial News of the 
"ilishonest methods" employed in tho 
sl.'itenieat of the Times' edition of the 
l''n<'ycl(ipaedia Uritannica. "For some 
.years past," says the Financial News, 
".Mr. Walter has been engaged, in com- 
pany with an American gentlenmn nam- 
ed Hooper, in the sale of copies of an 
out-of-date e!icyclopaedia at a price far 
above its value. l'\)r the hrst timo 
in its history one of the greatest English 
newsiiaper's has been eiiiploy<Mi for tho 
furtherance of a i)ersonal fend." 

Bo.th from the election platform and 
m his newspaper Mr. Marks chajlongos 
the Times to bring a libel suit against 
bun for his characterizing its oiieyclo- 
paeda methods as "dishonest." The mat- 
ter, to which lengthy editorials have been 
devoted, gained further interest by the 
publication today of a letter from the 
lArchbishop of Canterbury to the vicar 
of Margate, replying to one in which 
tlio vicar ^nU\ he felt lie must ojipose 
iMr. uMarks on ■ "other than political 
grounds." The Archbishop .savs he is 
ignorant of the facts in relatioii lo .Mr. 
'^larks, and, therefore, must be nniler- 
stood as expressing no opinion in this 
particular case. "But," he added, "I 
am firmly persuaded that if our public 
life is to be maintained at its high level 
and our public men arc to justify tho 
confidence we have been accustomed to 
place in them, voters must ^ee "to fit that 
no political or partiznn enthusiasm leads 
them to record votes for men whom 
they do not trust or respect." 

The ch.'irges over which all tho trouble 
bus arisen wei'e brought in LSUO, whe.u 
Mr. Jlarks instituted lu-occodings against 
a m.'iii nanii'd ISiilterlielil who had 
charged him with "robliiiig, ill-using anil 
(leserting a woman with 'whom he hail 
lived years previously iu New York," 
and that. Marks was "exidolting London 
after overdoing' New York." 'i'lic jury 
found the libel was true, but tlie judge 
expressed emphatic dissent with the 
verdict.

— The niosl 
disastrous railway wreck known, to this 
section occurred at 7:15^ o'clock this 
morning ou the Southern llailway. about 
one and one-eighth mills, west of Hodges 
station . and cighteeia and one-ha'f miles 
e/»st of Knoxville. The result of tliu 
collision of two rexEsenger trains is that 
about fifty peopu.' are dead and ovei 
12.") injurH. The CQ'llidiug iralns weni 
oast-bound through pii'ssenger trains, No. 
12 from Chatt.-iuooga to Salh-^bury, X. 
C. leaving Knoxville ;it !):;{5 a. ii'., and 
west-bound local passenger train No. l;'i 
frmu Lristdl to Kiioxville, duo to ."irrive 
here at 11 ;,. m. According to the best 
inlorni'/t ion the wreck was due to a fail- 
ure of tl:i' (rrw of the u'cst -lioiiiiil train 
to carry cut its orders to meet the east- 
iiouni! passenger at Hodges station. In- 
stead of taking the siding at Hodges, 
it proceeded ' toward Knoxville. Hotli 
trains were running im time and with 
a speed of about thirty miies an hour.

'Completely wrecked with the exception 
of the Pullman sleepers, none of wliicli 
left tho track. The cmicbes were filh'd 
with dead ainl injm-ed and the .^-escuo

■culty. A wrecking special rellei tnlin 
left this city as soon as possible after 
the news of the disaster had. been re- 
ceived here. The removal of the wreck- 
ago and the rescuing of the dead and 
wounded commenced immediately after 
the arrival of this train.

D.\IRiWIiN'S THEORY DISPUTED, 

New Idea on Origin of 'Species Advanced 
by Professor of Amsterdam. 

'St. JLouis, Sept. 24.— Great interest has 
beou-arousod in the International Con- 
gress of Arts and iM-'ionces 'by tho theory 
ad\auced by Prof. Hugo De,rVrioa,'i pro-' 
ftssor of botany in the Un»v'6i?sit'y "of 
Amsterdam, Holland, who, " combating 
Darwin's theory of the origin of species, 
advanced tin idea of his own in diamet- 
rical opposition to all ideas of former 
biologists and pliylogenists. Prof. D.i 
Vries assort.4 that- no two of the same 
species of animal, from the lowest litages 
to man, are alike in any important par- 
ticular. 

Through heredity ho claims that the 
distinguishing feature, or element, of an 
. individual is not transmitted to the off- 
spring of that individual, which, in tho 
theory of Darwin, represents the main 
principle, and "who claims that by hered- 
ity passing from generation to genera- 
tion the peculiarities of tho primogenitor 
finally results in a now species. Prof. 
Do Vries denies this, and offered proof 
before the scientists that an ■'entirely 
new species may be developed within 
one or two gijnorations. The deeply scien- 
tilic points adv 'aueed by l*rof. Do Vries 
have aroused the defenders of I-)arwin- 
ism and biologists to immense interest: 
and precipitated a general discussion 
among tho scientists in attendance upon 
•the congress.

To what ex- 
font tariffs, should be altorod to encour- 
age a mutually profitable trade Is for 
economists and statesmen to determine; 
but onr fnture" should bo irrevocably 
allied with the Mother Country and 
the Eiiipira to Avhleli we belong, and 
we should set our faces .steadily n.^ninst 
anything which would tend to alter or 
nffect that allegiance. It is of the high- 
est iiuportance that two nations on one 
continent, speaking the same lani'uage 
and dominated, more or loss, by com- 
mon sentiaienlii and common nims, 
should live together on the most friendly 
terms, bound together, too, it might be 
suggested, by an alliance for offence 
and defence, if necessary. But they can 
succeed better apnj-t, each worhiug out 
its own destiny iu Its own ^vay. 

A ruOPOSED INTEIINATIONAL 
LANDMAEKING. ■ . 

Some time ago we announced that 
Prof. Meany. .Seerotnry of the Wanh- 
ingtiin State Ilistorial Society, and i)ro- 
fessor of history in the Washington 
• State University,", wns arranging, for a 
joint colebra'tioh of the anniversary of 
the deliveryi of the award iu the San 
.Tuan arliitrntion liy the late Emperor of 
Gerniany. Tlie proposal is to tnark the 
site of the British and Unifiyl States 
camps on Ihot-island, during joint occu- 
pation, by the erection of two monu- 
ments. The matter vill prob.nbly he dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the Natural 
History Society on Monday evening. 
Strong objection has boon taken to {he 
lieople of British Columbia taking part 
in what would appear to be practically 
the celebration of the loss of that ishunl 
to Canada. It may be stated that oiio 
or two of the United States gunboats 
and probably a man-of-war will be \n-vs- 
eiit lit lead eclat to tlie event. We on 
this side of the line have hein asked 
to join and , take ofllcial cognizance of 
and assist in the cercinoiues. The Colo- 
nist <'annot he .said to he pro-American 
in its proclivities; but it favors the idoa. 
In order tlml there in:iy he no misap- 
prcliensioii nii ibc subject it may be 
stated thai the idea originated solely 
with I'rof. Mcaiiy, wliojs an enthusiast 
on the subject of historic landmarks. 
Last year lie i)lant;'(l a uioniinicnt at 
.Xoollca to niiirl; the meeting place oC 
Vancouver and Quadra hi 17!>2, where 
tlu.y Avent iu their respective, ships to 
carry Into effect tiio terms of the Xootka 
convention of 17!1<>. He Is .'iiixioiis :o 
mark all the iilaces of historic interest 
on the Northwest coast With permanent 
monuments. So far as we know of his 
iutcutions they nre purely in the inter- 
est of history v-itlioiit reference to na- 
tional iireJudice or national gloritication. 
In that respect Ve sympathize strongly 
with the obji^t hfe;has\ln|;?(cw;f Hlii^ 
ject is not to celebrate; li diplomatic vic- 
tory on the part of the United States, 
hut to mark for future generations the 
spots on San Juan island where tlio two 
camps- were located. Ip time the knowl- 
edge bit the sites will be obliterated, ami 
there will only he the written record of 
the- fact thnt a dispute e.vlsted. As a 
liiatter of fact, in this iiartieiilar case it 
was not a defeat to tlie Uritish that San 
.Tuan Island was ceded to the Unitwl 
kStates. Tho dispute was referred to 
arbitration in which wc lost. It was a 
constitutional and peaceful method of 
settlement, and was the first instance 
in which the two nations interested re- 
sorted to arbitration to obtain settlement 
of a difference, and thiis the result was 
important in the interest of peace and 
international comit.v. One side bad to 
lose, though, of coarse, both side.'! be- 
lieved they -ivere thoroughly in the right. 
The events which led uji to t'he arblfrn- 
tion nre past and gone. If all the dis- 
pute's in history between nations were 
to be perpetuated we would hare 
endless vendetta, in which hatred and 
cruelty would-be exhibited on every jios 
sible occasion. Such a ceremony as is 
proposal, conceived in perfect goiHl will, 
will tend to heal the breaches of the past 
and cultivate a spirit o" friendly inter- 
course and gootl feeling that i,s in the 
interest of both, countries. What may 
be the tiltiinate destinies of Canada and 
till' United Stales no oiu- can predh't 
with certainty: but believe that both 
can .serve tboir own interests best by liv- 
ing apart, -but as, neighbors who r<?spcct 
each other's rights as friends arid Cliris- 
':ans. Towards thl^y end iour motto 
should bo "Let bygonesSljesbygoues."

detained until election day on the pre- 
tence of Working' at a drive of logs la 
October, when they . hud to effect said 
drive over stones Just as If'U .were water; 
that these ■men were bonrdcfli free of 
chnrgo at "SoO" hotels; that tlcputy re- 
turning officers allowed men to vote who 
had refnsea to take the oath, and that 
ll>ets were made on the election by Gov- 
ernment ofJlqlala, one voter swearing that 
a rontf Inspector for the Ontario Govern- 
ment had, agreed to turn' over wlnnlngH 
U a bet If iSnilth were elected.

FAIRS. 

The Now Educational Features. A 
, , Substitute fur the Fair. 

It is a self-evident proposition that 
ngricnltural fairs wluch receive grants 
of public monoy should givv tlu? lUiblic 
something ot value therefor. It is not 
the province of governments in these 
days to assist in ]irovidiiig aiimsenicnt 
for the people. A gooil many agricul- 
tural, societies are now making an earn- 
est effort to improve their fairs bv the 
introduction of educational features, and 
their example is bein.ir,follo\¥ed by the 
largo exhibitions'which'ao ubt'bfSlnarlly 
receive legislative grants. , There ni-c 
still some fairs, controlled largely by the 
business men. of the towns, which seem 
to be held for the ])nrpose of attrnciing 
visitors who will prove good customers, 
but the number is fortunately becoming 
few. It is now generally ' recogniici'd 
that shows exist primarily for the iinr- 
pose of imi)roving agricultural con- 
ditions. 

Teaching >ifarket Ueiiiiirements.— Tlie 
up-to-date fair secures the services of 
cxjiert jiiik'cs. who exiilain the reasons 
for thi'ir decisions in the ring and give 
addresses (Jii the li,'st lyjie of lioisis, 
cattle, sheep and swiiK-.' In this w.iy 
the judging may bi' iiiad(> .an eiluea i iomd 
fe.-iture instead of merely an allotment 
of ]iremiiinis bv men who are often in- 
competent or biased in their juilgineiit, 
./rhe awarding of jiri/.cs at a faii- is a 
- comparativel.v nnimi)ortant matter as 
...compared with oilier co!isid<'rat inns. 
ts\yhat is- really desirable is tlun fairs 
■shouljl 'be the means of disscmliiaiing 
information and of fixing correct ideals 
in tlie minds^of those who are. produc- 
ing food-stuffs and' oil .wliom the. pros- 
perity of Canatla dependd. 'Desirable 
and undesirable types of fowls may be 
shown, with lectures on the ' fattening 
of chiekons for the Rrltish and domes- 
tic market and exliibitions of killiiiir, 
pliickini: and jjackiag for e.vport. A 
model poultry hoiisi' with incubators, 
lalli'iiiiig crates and other aiiplianc^es, 
interested thousands of visitors at the 
Toronto fair this year. Practical dcni-

Keeping Good Sires.— Many agricnl- 
tiiriil societies," particularly in Quebec 
and the jNIaritiinc Provinces, do not 
hold fjiirs, but in lieu: thereof buy and 
maintain pure bred -isires" for "the use 
of their members. Tliis iis ;practice 
which might well be im'itatetl more 
largel.v in Ontario, where the :number 
of fairs soem excessive. Hy adhering 
to one breed of cattle, horses, sheep or 
swine, as the c.ise may be, the stock 
belonging to the. members of a society 
may be graded" up ■ wonderfully at a 
small cost, but the habit of clinnging 
contimially from one breed to another 
mus; prove fatal to all plans for build- 
ing up a good, uniform herd or flock 
of grades which is just what the, average 
farmer reeds. '

SL-enis to be, if not the olllcial language, 
at least a common means of communi- 
cation hetwoon Turlvs, Arabs and Euro- 
peans. 

Thus public notices of all sorts arc 
•drawn iip in French and Ai-abic — not 
in English and Arabic. But in the hotels 
■on tlie other hand, quo hoars a great 
deal of Euglisli, suuie Gorman, and very 
little French. Indeed visitors from 
France to Egypt seem to be compar- 
itivcly scarce nowadays. As tlio expense 
of traveling here would scarcely stand 
in the way of many of the citizens of 
so ricli a nation, I imagine that their | 
alim-iioo must be due to otlier causes. 

Yet it uiiglit well be so, for tlie. cost 
of even a brief visit fo Egypt has^be- 
conie considerable. Says one of the 
guide booiis in effect, 'nVhat is chiefly 
needed on the Nile is money, and plenty 
•of it." Tho statement is accurate, for 
I estimate that the expense of living 
liere, for the visitor nt any rate, has 
uilmost doubled since I was in the coun- 
try it the beginning of 1887.Tlie hotels 
are, for the most part, very comfort- 
able, but they are exuonsivo, and many 
bo their e.vtras! Furtlior, when all this 
is done with there roiiiains tlie bakli- 
sheesh ■ that everybody expects upon 
every possible occasion. Also in a 
thirsty country, wliore only the bnivo 
venture upou water und a bottle of 
Apdiliiiliris costs aliout oighh-eiipeiico, 
llie nuostion of drinkables is important. 

Ill short, unless tilings cliuiigc, the 
"licauties and historical attractions of 
Eirypt iiuiHt lunicefortU be coiisidori'd 
oiie oC tlio many exclusive heritages of 
tlie wcnlthii'st olnssi's of Europe and 
America, wliose prodigality has in tlii.s 
respect iiuule tlie country what it is. 
It may sconi liard, but to persons of 
uiodori'ite means, and to tlie vast major- 
ity III' working, oy which -I mean the 
professional— chisses its aiu-ienl portals 
are in practice clo.sod.

ors— in short with every working class 
in Egypt. 

Well, is it so? Nobody scorns to 
tliink it. Some believe, indeed, and it 
seems the sunset view, tliat, however 
much the Pashas and rich people who 
have lost their importance, and especial- 
ly their power to oppress, may hate us, 
the fellaheen— i. e., .tlic peasants, wlio 
form tlio bulk of the population— at 
least know on wliich side their bread 
is buttered. They also may not love 
US, but to them our presence means 
water and money.

It means Right- as opposed 
to the law of the Stick. Bren Su 1887 
it was common to sec poasants being 
thrashed by persons In authority; in 
1904 I havo not as yet seen a rod lifted. 
It means, in ehort, a day's pay for a 
day's work. 

' Therefore, say tiicse authorities, al- 
ithough the people mfaht nCd pi-obably 
would, stand aside if we became in- 
volved in trouble with other powers over 
the quostiou of Egypt, they would not 
originate such troubles, or even take 
any active part in them. Ami as for 
the Sudanese, tliey at least respec^t lis 
witli tlie respect that wen have for 
men of whatever race. 

Others hold that even the fcllaliceii 
hate us actively, and that our typical 
smiling and grateful guide wou)^ per- 
haps be tlie very first to cut our throats, 
if he could see a chiuice of doing so 
witli safety to liiniself. The reason is 
is religious, for of course, I spealc iif 
the" IMalioiiii'dan population and not oT 
tlu! Copts. You may, for instiincc, win 
tlie affoctioii and even tlie love of a Zulu, 
but scarcely a servant of the I'rophet— 
at least iu Egypt, llemomber that in 
his heart the most cringing of these peo- 
ple, freed by us from the' oppressions 
of ten thousand years, look upon the 
very best of' his deliverers as inferiors 
—as dogs without the pale, who byj'iglit

In our easy tolerance of (luaint faitlilis 
and their followers, -^ve forget this, hut 
the obseijuious fellah does not forget it. 
It thrills every fibre of his being, and, 
therefore, at lieprt ho loathes us. We 
suppo.se iu our ignorance tli.it lioiu'liis 
bestowed involve gratitude towanls the 
bestower. It cannot be so. for iu llic 
hearts of the.se recipients no such senti- 
ments exist. 

A gentleman who has authority over 
•large bodies of men, and therefore is 
a person of importance in native e.ves, 
told me that not long ago he was riding 
Acith a laily through a native town wlion 
they were seriously and even daui-'erons- 
ly mobbed; so much so that the leadcis 
of the crowil snbseipKMilly rcc ived se- 
vere iiunisliment. He addeil tliat on 
this occasion he was indeed tliiiukfiii 
that tlie lady, his companion, eouhl not 
understand .Vrabic. and that even in 
Cairo a lack of knowledg<' of thut 
toiujiie is often a blessing in disuuisi'. 

On the wholi>, tlieii, 1 gather that our 
eff(U-ts for the welfan? of this people 
will us no more tlinuks in Egypt than 
they do in Europe. Yet the contem- 
plation of whot his country hits -done 
hero within a brief score of years may 
well fill nn Englishman with pride. In 
face of difficulties from within and with- 
out these good deeds have been worked 
liy the eiiertry of I.,ord Cromer and his 
subordinates, and a nation raised from 
misery to wealth. Therefore, we can 
afford to dispense ■\yith gratitude. Also, 
even should the Egyptians wax fat and 
kick or foreign powers take some oppor- 
tniiit.v lo.li.'imper us in our work, or to 
protest against our coiiiiniUMl occupii- 
tioii of till' land, we can afford to laie^'h 
;it fc;irs or ilii^ciits, come whence tlicy 



may. The Suakin-Berbor railway is, I 
understand, uow half completed, and 
will l)e open in two years. Tlie owners 
of this railway, especially if it bo a 
Boa-power, can iu a single week pour 
ail army on to the banks of the Uiipi'r 
Nile, and, for obvious reasons, the peo- 
ple who eoiilrol the Nile control Egypt 
and its water supply. That is wliy the 
matter of the lonlship of Kashoda was 
vital to Egypt and to its protector, Eng- 
land. • 

Further ,in the Sudan our position is 
less ambiguous than it is in Egypt 
pi'opor. Tliere the Egypt Hag llios alone, 
and whatever may be the power behind 
him, his Highness the Kliedivo is first, 
and rules, if not precisely iu tlie fasnion 
of his predwessor Uanieses. 

But I write the lines witliin tlie 
boundaries of tlie Sudan, and, as It 
chances, at the moment we are passing 
the Sudanese Governnient steamer Am- 
bigol ! She carries the ICgyptian Hag at 
her bow, but at her peak the Union .lack 
to show that here the countries bear 
a sway that, is in theory, eiinal. 

To turn to a diff'ereiit subject. 

On the face of one of the temples at 
Abon Siiiiiiel, ^ii.sl above the solitary 
grave of a Uritish olllccr, is a white 
marble tablet iccoiiling Ciencral (now 
Lord) Grenfeirs victory over the forces 
of the Mahdi at Tosti in, 1889. So pooi; 
and shallow is the cutting of this mar- 
ble tliat already it is difficult to read. 
Witliin a few yards of it, setting out 
the victories of Egyptian kiug.s, are 
many hieroglyiibics almost as fresh af- 
ter ;!,000 years, as the day the sculptor 
left them! In less tlian another century 
the record of our triumph will be iinlc- 
eipherablo.— Ex. 

ST. ~piRAN'S OHURCIT. 

All Interesting Ceremony. 

The Coriiubian and Itedrulh Times. 

Tile celclir.-ition of the centenary of 
the little p.irisli church of reiran/.abul.ie 
' took place on Thursday. 

One .liuudrt'd. years . ago,, when all 
Jiiirope wa'a.'InJtJie Uiroes of d disastrous 
I cainp.iigu, tlif farmers of d'errauzabiilo;' 
(anil rerrainiorth were engaged in the 
j task of removing the church to iinotlicr 
siMil, the sjiot where it now st;imls. 
.\nii the necessity for this was most 
iirgoiit. Thi.' ehiireh was situate m the 
midst: of sand hills, of miles iu extent, 
and it had been seen for years that, if 
allowed to reiiiiiiii, it would in the end 
be enveloped entirely by tlie sand, and 
utterly destroyed. 

It was lo save this catastrophe that 
the farmers worked to remove the sac- 
red edilice to a more sure foundalion. 
lint more even than the idea of saving 
the church was the desire to h;ive il 
rcliuilt iu exactly the same way, each 
stone oceiii)ying the same niche, the 
same dimensiouH throughout, and, tlie 
same material. 

Every stone was therefore marked ns 
iieloiigin.ir to n certain portion of tlu^ 
•bnilding, and the new church, the 
church whose centenary was celelirated 
on Thursday, was erected, a true and 
perfect likeness of tliiit whicli was so 
iicirly cuvelofied by sand. 

The four clinn'hes of I'erraiizabuloe 
form a reniarknblc chaiiter of church 
hi.story in Coruwall. As all students 
are aware, the lirst church in Cornwall, 
and probably in I>ritaiii, was estalilish- 
ed among tlie sand dunes of I'erraiiza- 
buloe. Hero it was that St. Pirnn land- 
ed from Ireland in tlie fifth century, had 
lived and worked, Iiuilding his little 
church, where n cross now marked the 
snot. Terra nzabiiloe is tlie iMeeca of 
Cornwall. The eluircli 'was, however, 
o\erwliclmcd hy sand and lost for four 
centuries, but another church was 
erected as close as jiossible to the site. 
'I'h.is again was biiripil with sand, iind 
in the lifleenlh cemnrv imiithcr editicc 



was erected, 'but as it was evident it 
would, share the aamo .fflte.fls its pre- 
decessors it .was skilfully, tuken- down in 
J 803-4, and ns already, stated, re-erect- 
cd at Lamhourtae. 

• iSuch is a brief outline of the history 
Oi: the parish church of Perran.".abuloe; 
two churches entirely overwhelmed by 
sand, one aluiost sharing a like fate. 
Excavations have revealed ' the site of 
ine tirsi cliurcli— ".i.") feet iby 12y< feet, 
and of the rudest construction. There 
are traces of a stone altar, with a tomb 
under it, but the church is without a 
font, the baptistry heing adjacent. Cu- 
rious or profane' hands : have removed 
some of the carved stones, hut the best 
are still preserved iu the museum at 
Truro. 

The centenary celebration took place 
around the old Cornish cross winch 
luarlvs St. Piran's tirst cluircli, and near 
to tlie spot where ho was buried. There 
was a large number of people present; 
a more interesting spot for such a cere- 
mony would 1)0 impossible to find. It 
was a most simple service; withal, im- 
pressive, it opened with tbe well-known 
iiymn, "O, God, Our Help in Ages 
•Past," the singing being led by the 
Truro Clathedral choir, assisted by the 
I'errauzabuloe Parish clnirch choir, 
Tlien came the most approi,iriato ad 
dress of the Bishop of Truro, iuid after 
another suitaiblo liyniii and psalm, a 
reading of scripture by tlio Rev. W. B. 
.Monger, vicar of St. Denis. The vicar, 
tlio Ilov. Ii. Edwardes, conducted the 
service tlu'oughout. 

The Bishop in bis address said he 
^leeded no te'st for liis words that day. 
Tlio place on whicli they wore gathered 
was tost euough for hiin and for them; 
the cross around which they stood was 
tlie cross wl>6re was preached the gos- 
pel to their church forty generations ago. 
They were standing around and by the 
spot where tlio oldest English churcii 
stood; niiv, ho would go further, and 
say the oldest British eluircb, and no 
preacher need fail oC inspiring words 
wiien standing on sncli a sacred place. 
■\Mtli walls no narrower than those, a 
roof no lower than the heavens, St. 
I'iraii jireached the Word of God. They 
clianged tlie name of the village wliere 
St. Piran labored and worked to one 
•wliich would perpetuate his name and 
worth. When he felt bis strength ebb- 
im;. the news Vv-ent round tliat St. Piran 
was living. He told them to-'gather his 
spiritual children around him. _ There 
whore they stood it was; and it must 
have been a wonderful congregation. 
When ho had breathed his last prayer, 
he said, "Take me to my grave." The.v 
did. Thev dug his grave in the sand 
II lid laid him in it alive. And then lie 
died, amid iiiaiiv jirayers and many 
tear:., and his followers went away to 
livi' the life which he had shown iliem 
iinii to spreail the gosi)el lie had iircnch- 
eil. Ever since that the land of Corn- 
wall hail been a Christian laud, and 
avas so long before the re.st of England. 

The Bishop coucluded with an analogy 
hetween the survival of the Church m 
Pcrraiiziiibuloe and the vicissitudes from 
whicli ho helievod the Church of Eng- 
land as a whole would emerge trium- 
phant. 

SV^-EETl'.UEADS. 

Swecthreads had no value fonnerly 
ami ^^'l.'I■e often tlirown away as worth- 
less, hilt with the incrcnsing ileinaiiil 
for them, they have lu'coiiu' correspond- 
inglv expensive, and are now a luxury. 
Besides the fact that they are didicalc 
in ll.-ivunr. easily preiiareil, and iiiiiy 
1)0 presented in many da'iity and delic- 
ious forms, they are invaluable as an 
iiilidtion to tlie dietary of the sick or 
convalescent, on account of their easy 
diu'cstiliility. They are at their best 
during the spring and siiinnier. when 
they iire also more ple.ntlful and clieap. 
-Vithongh we siionk of sweetbreads as 
a pair, in reality there* is but one 
sweetbread, consisting of two jiarts con- 
nected by a short membrane. 'I'lie round, 
compact part is called the hetirt sweet- 
bread, from its position. Tlie other, or 
elongated part, which, frnin its jiositou 
below the throat, is called the tliroat 
sweetbread, is not so delicate, being 
neither so fat or so flriii. Tliercrore, 
when sweet lirciiil is found separated in 
market, avaid linyiiiL: two of the throat 
s\vi-etliI-e;ols.— The f.cis;ii-c Hmiic.

'.Most of those who remained, liowover, 
crowded as close to the platl'orm as 
they could get, and a small group of 
tliem received a sprinkling of blood over 
their white dresses, which they did not 
seem t.o mtad. ■ 

At O o'clock the picnic liegan with n 
fc-rarid procession of tlie club through tbe 
city, streets. There were some ten car- 
riages filled with members of the Para- 
dise Social Club who were nearly all 
from the slaughter-houses dressed.

The throats wero cut and tbe helpers 
jumped upon the carcasses to drive out 
tliu blood through the opening in the 
iii'ck, stamping and treading all over 
tho prostrate forms.

At this point the voices of one or two 
of tile small children were raised iu 
loud terrilicd wuils. They were carried 
olE, and a continual exodus ot weak- 
stoiuaelied spectators began at tho same 
tiiiu". 

AVIien the carcasses M-ere dniiiied of 
bleed, tlie master of ceremonies gave 
the woid and tlie coiitestantH stood 
really, each crouching witli liis sluirp 
knife to the throat of the bull. At the 
word of command .tUpy, begun slashing 
and curving the skin oil the bull. This 
wiis rapidly peeled oil, and with a few 
chops of the. i cleaver the skull was se- 
vered. H^fin'aii;^ was the first to strip 
tlio skull, aid lie held the dead white, 
ghastly thing, with dead eyes starting 
form bony sockets, aloft In triumph, 
wlillo the crowd applauded loadly. 

Then the work began fust und furious. 
With quick strokes tlic forelegs were 
skinned, and the first joint sliced off 
mill thrown into tlie wagon; llie liiml 
legs were likewise treated. A long, 
ile.xteroiis slice of the knife slit the 



were to he slain were exhiliited prom- 
iiieiitlv, swathed ill red, white anil lillie. 
•The two coiilestaiits. August IlDiitTniaiiii 
and Ileriiiaii Scliaiiilz. rode in the lirst 
carriage, ami were the recipU'iit-s m' 
much applause. 

So hot was the siiii during tlie long 
lirncession that one of the bulls nearly 
died from sunstroke, and a halt wa.s 
made nt the Dryadcs .'Market to revive 
them, so that Ciey coald bi' killed. 

.irriveil al the liark an oiitiloor biin- 
qiiet was served its iiniiiciinis giiesls 
by the clnb. Dancing CDiitiiined most 
Of the day. 

The slaULditeriiig contest was scliedill- 
eil for -1 o'clock, in tlii! broad open 
lield in the rear of tile pavilion n large 
sralTolil was erected, with four taiddes 
depeiiiliiig from crosslieams. Tlii' wag- 
ons <'oiitaining llie aiiiiiials were driven 
here, anil llie animals backed off upon 
the platforni. It took the united elTorts 
of .some tell men to get them in place 
and braced down with nose to tho lloor. 
as they seemed couseious of their fate 
and struggled against their captors. 

On the platform stood Scliinalz and 
Hoffmuuu, tiio competitors; Dr. E. A. 
Whito and Dr. .1. C. Sanders, of the 
Board of Health; three helpers for each 
contestant, the two timekeepers and 
Mr. .-^pfel, tho referee. The crow.l 
lianked uji close to the pintfi>rm_. i^iuall 
boys forming the inner ring, with tlie 
nie'ii massed close around tlii'in auil tbe 
wiiiiieii anil girls forming a bright and 
expectant liorder. A wagon to receive 
the entrails and skin was lincked iiii 
to -tlie platforni.

The belting, whicli be- 
gun lit '2 lo 1 against Schmalz, grew 
iitill further uiifavoialile. Jleaiiwliile 
tlie band iilayed "Dixie" and the "Star- 
Spaiigli'il Banner,*' mingled with a few 
liymii tunes of tbe "Rest in .losus" 
strijie. ' By this time those who bad 
weak stomiiclis wore pretty thoroughly 
clcjuieil out. .-V foiiiiia ny of the St. 
.losi'iili's Cadets, -who had come nut liy 
siiecial invitation to iHTforai n medal 
drill .-ill went nut in a body, being gcn- 
lleniiiiily lidle fellows. 

I Those who remniued, however, crowd- 
ed close to the platform. Tlie. platforni 
bad to be continually clcaied' of the 
hordes of small hoys, who ■.clamhered 
up to vio-w the killing close, and got 
full of blood. Numbers of them also 
crept under the platform to investigate 
Ike tub.'? of blood. A number of girls 
wlio had bets on the winner crowded as 
close to the platform as they could get, 
iiiid many of those on the outside wnteli- 
ed the process eagerly, cheering every 
fresh stroke and waving hnndkereliiefs 
to encourage tbe valiant slaughterers. 

When the skin had been loosed from 
the breast and abdomen, large iron 
hooks weri< ciuight in the hind legs of 
the lieasts and tliey were lioislod up 
with only the lileediiig necks resting 
on tile Ihxir. A (piiek circular cut of 
the knife loosened .-ill the entrails. With 
a .slioiit of triiiinpli, the helpers seized 
them niid dragged them aeress to the 
refuse wagon.

The Iloraautlc Story of the i'^ather of 
tlie Bar. 

.Air. Arthur Burrows, who has Just 
celebrated his ninety-second birthday, 
}\-nH called to the Bar by Lincoln's Inn 
111 Noreinber, ISlJti, several mouths be- 
loru tj 11 ceil Victoria came to the throne. 

Until a. few months ago the old gen- 
tleman, who may witliont fenr of chal- 
lenge claim to lie the Father of the Bar, 
■Avas a fiii-iiliar lignn; about the pre- 
eiiicls of Old Siiuure, where he had bis 
chiimliers. His actaiil connection with 
his Inn began in J,S.'!(l, wlien lie entered 
as a stiiileiil. h'or llio last twenl.v- 
Koveii years he has been one of the coii- 
veyauciiig couiisei to the Chancery Di- 
vision. ' , 

Somo idea of Sir, Burrows' standing 
at tho Bar may ho gatliercd from the 
following facts: Tlio senior K. C. of 
tho English Bar is Lord Grimtliorpe, 
who is four years Mr. Burrows' junior, 
and was not called to tho Bar until/ 
live years after tbe Father of the Bar. 
Lord IMacnaghteii, the senior Lord of 
Appeal in Ordinary, was iborn in tlie 
.veiir 111, at CMr. Burrows joined Lincoln's 
Inn <18;i0), and Avas not called to the 
Bar until 1857. 

The ]\Iast(!r of the Rolls, the senior 
nuMiilier of the Court of Appeal (in the 
matter of appointment) did not go to 
the Bar until ISIm, when 3Ir. Burrows 
was (ifty-live. Sir Artliiir Kekowich, 
the senior .ludge of the Chiincer.r Divi- 
sion, was horn in ]S."I2, wlieii Mr. JJur- 
rows wus twenty, and did not go to the 
Bar until ISoS, 

Lord Alvcrstoiie, tlie Lord Chief ,Tus- 
tice, could, of course, have been Mr. 
Biirrow.s' son, having boon horn in 1&12, 
while many of tlie junior members of 
the Beucli could have been Mr. Bur- 
rows', grandsons— thus Mr. Justice Darl- 
ing it^s not honi until 1850, when Mr. 
Burrims was thirty-eight. 

All, lawyers and laymen alike, will 
join in wishing this venerable barrister 
still more years of health and prosperity.

• Your judgment must <lwell in the 
depths of your nature, like the calm 
waters in the depths of the sea, nut 
of the roach of the waves of emotiijii, 
liassiou or moods, or tlie advice or eriti- 
eisiii of others, and beyond the reach of 
su|K'rlieial disturbance. Tliis is the kind 
of judgment that is always sought in 
any matter of weight or importuiice,— 
uiie wliicii is beyond the reach of the 
inlluence of anything but the right. One 
of the tragedies of life is to see inag- 
nilicent ability held down by some little 
weakness, when, perhaps, most of the 
facinties are strong and vigorous. 
Tlioiisaiids of pt'oplc, today, ave 
sirnggling along in mediocrity wiili aliil- 
ity enough to have taken them to the 
heights where excellence dwells, Imt for

At the CoinpiesL William liclped ]iim- 
fcclf houutifiilly lo the acres of Stalford- 
shire, as of other counties, but divided 
iiie eonsideriible residue among live of 
his prime lords, of wlmni Heiii-y de 
h'eners was one. .Niours and rnlile val- 
leys, hills anil deer lorcsts \>-ere ili- 
i-iUiicd ill the 1^'urrei-s estates, wliirli 
leiiriicd at one tunc from Tatiiury on 
tin- Idjvi; lo Neivcantle in the It'olleries. 
L'liariley, in the first allotment, went to 
tiic lUivl of Ohester, ivbo. witU that 
poicui uud brave' viceroy, Uogor de 
.Montgoiuery, pretty well shared hciweeii 
ttiem all tUe northern Jialf of tlie Welsh 
borders; but early in I'luiitagenet tilings 
it was joined lo the lands of the h'er- 
rers, then eiiiiohied as hJarls of Derliy, 
Cliartley Castle was already built, and 
iis new lords began lo niiike history. 
'J iiey did this seriously to llieir cost hy 
siipporliiU' Simon ik' ;do:ii;'u,i in his re- 
heinoii, wliifh led to the iinposilioii hy 
Heni^v 111. of the sluiiciidiins line of

Tlie Heverelix were 
niaile I'hirls of h:;sscx, wliirh brings us 
tu that fascinating madcap Itoliert, who 
so fatally abused his power with l.lueen 
Kliza net I'l. In his linic .'\Iary (jneeii of 
Scots siilTcred at (Jliiirtley one of her 
niaiiy spells of iniprisoiiniviit in Kiiglish 
houses, and, as report tells, us, ."made 
a bed" there; that is to soy,'. cmbJoId- 
ereil a bed corei*. She was^ot cottfihed 
iu tho castle, which was then as now a 
■iiicro I'tlin on a luoiiiid, but in the man- 
sion housu near to 't; nnd a depressing 
sojourn it must have been for lier, if 
one may assume that the present thicket 
of sombre yews, firs and hollies about 
the building is an Inheritance iu kind 
from the sixteenth century. Save for its 
iiieiuorios, the house is nor interesting. 
Just a solid, sober, mellowed old hjiiglish 
homo such as our fox-biiiiting ancestors 
AVere content to sleep and drink in after 
their ontsiile pleasuring. I'.iit behind it 
sticlch the liundreils of a(;res of rolling 
moor wliich still stand for the "niigaly 
large inirhe" of Leliiiiil's da.v— the bur- 
low of iiianv a ralibit and the haunt of 
Ihe .Iccayed remnant of tliat herd of 
v.liile cattle which have for centuries 



made Cliartley as famous' as ChiUiiig- 
liam in the north. Little need^be . suid 
aljonl ihe later fortunes and misfortltncs 
of the family. IJy marriage C'hnrtley 
passed lo the Shirleys, wlio were op- 
]/iessed liy Cromwell as Uoyahsis, and 
later rewarded by Cluirles 11. with the 
leiiv.ii oi iiie i-'eirers liaroiiy. 'J'lie J-]arl 
!■ cireis of ljueeli Anne's time liad fif- 
teen .-.JUS ami twcive danguters, wliieh 
teiidcil to iuipoverisliineut. His grand- 
Min, the notorious l.aiireiire hiarl 1^'er- 
icrs, oi iiie -Newgate Calendar, left a 
s:)d iilot (jii the' name in that iniml(?r of 
his steward (at Stanton, in Leieester- 
sline; wlueli brought him ;o Tyhuni in 
lioo, attired iii wliite satin and silver, 
anil riding in a landau drawn by six 
horses. Horace Walpole's' description 
of the execution is one of the best things 
in his "Letters;'' and it is worth re- 
niemireriiig that here for the first time 
iu j!;ngland a sinking platform -was 
uscil, devised by the family llial llicir 
kilisinaii "inighl not su^ing off from a 
cart like a jileliciau eiiljiril." The ilroji 
of eiglileen iiiehes given hy this device 
Ma- not eu.iii;,.ii, liowever, and four 
niiniiles elapsed hefore llie death.

Deeds of the Famous War Correspondents. 



An article in aiiiciiiillnn's on "TIic 
Illse and Fall of tho "War Correspond- 
ent," iiuakes timely ix'adliig. Henry 
Criibljo liobiusou, who was soiit by tlio 
'I'lUK's to tho I'l-MiinsuUi ill IM-tS as its 
special correspondent, to report tho pro- 
gross of the JiritisU iiruiy under fcjir 
Jcfhu Moore, was .probably tl'c ^''-'^t war 
corrt'spoiideut. Robinson, however, did 
not witness tho operations, but reported 
tliem from the shores of tho Bay of 
Biscay.

. yesterday's battle, was ^Vix'hibald 
i''orlics, (if tho I hiily A'ows. "Ho it was 
•who roeo;;ni;'.ed that it is no part of tho 
- duty of the war correspondent to de- 
iicribe in detail the tactical or strate- 
_ S'ical movements of tho rival forces on 
. the.Jield of conUict. That kind of work 
ronjiy very properly be left to military 
. Tucu In the service magazines. ""What 
the geiieral public look for in tho news- 
papor.s is not technicdl records of the 
military operations, but bright, graphic, 
..-yiKld pictures of the war; its; thrilling 
,';.i-8pisoUes, its pathetic Incideuts^'? its 
,":Hlories and its disasters, with interesting 
.'■narratives of personal experiences and 
■. adventures. That is exactly what Forbes 
rsiipplied. 

•'One of tho tiiiost achievements of a 
■var correspomlent was that of Holt 
A'N'liito. a representative of the r<ew I'ork 
Triliiiiie, ill tho Fraiieo-rriissian war. 
He wiliiessod the battle of iSedan from 
the I'russiaii headquarters on Thursday, 
•September 1, ISTO. At its conclusion 
Jie rode to : Brussels, but there the post- 
oincc authqrities'^fefused to transmit his 
despatch ,t6--l"Ond6ii, and even threatcu- 
fid to arrest him for saying that tho 
French had been defeated. He then 
•syent on to Calais, crossed to ^Dovur by 
.special steamer, and took a special train 
I to London, where he arrived at 5 o'clock 
•on Saturday morning. Js'ext day tliere 
vcas a description of the liattlo, six col- 
iiiiiiis lon^', ill tho Tribune. It was not 
til' Tu'.'sday that the London news- 
papers had accounts of the couUict from 
their correspondents. But the most fa- 
mous deeds of physical endurance in the 
race for news between war correspond- 
ents are told of Archibald Forbes. In 
the Servian war of ISTlj, Sonilin, tlie 
.nearest telegraph station, was one liuu- 
•drcd and- t.wenty-eight .miles distant 
Jrom\!tlie.'?^^'eneVot"tne>ba^^^ 
las 'Forbes kriew the result h~e rode off, 
and all night long he kept at a gallop, 
chancing horses every fifteen miles. At 
■Somlin he had one long drink of beer, 
and then at once sat down to the task 
of writiii,;;, hour after hour, af,'aiiist 
time, the tiilin^'s of wliicii ho was tin 
bearer. .After he had written the story 
<jf the battle and put it on tho wires, 
Jie lay down in his clothes and slept 
twenty hours without Wilkin;;. He had 
uatnessoil the battle, which lastf'<l six 
hours, ridden one liiiiiilred and twenty 
juiles, iiiiil written and despatched a tel- 
exraiihic lUcssaKi' four ciilumiis in len;,'tli 
to the Daily >."ews, all in the space of 
thirty hours. During the Graeco-Turk- 
j.sh war the ilorning.Post 'Was first out 
-with important news <from''.the'.-seat of 
war. This (rimnpli was due to the use 
of the bicyi-le bv tiieir si)e(dal corrc- 
spoiideiii, Wilfrid I'dllock. After the 
decisive battle of Donioko bad been won 
by tho Turks, the tireeks made no at- 
tempt to hold their stron.i; position at 
the Phonrka Pass, and all the lOii^disli 
carrespoiidents raced to Alliens, si rain- 
in;; evi.'ry nerve to he the lirst lo de- 
spatch the important news. They were 
nil taken by a Creole sti.'amer to Clial- 
eis, where they arrived at midiii^'lit. 
JVdIock had a bicycle, and while tlio 
iilliers were eii,^-a.:,'(Ml in biddiii;; iiKainsL 
each other l'.)i- I lie spi'cdiesi means of 
transit, he Avas well en his way to 
Athens, -which he reached over si.x hours 
in advance of his closest rivals, so that 
Oils paper had a full day's start with tho 
jiews.'*^ 

The telegraphing of war news is the 
most costly form of newspaper entcr- 
)>riso. Kvcn at the reduced press rates, 
"a ncwsjiaper often liiids that its ac- 
count for its own special news of tho 
sIrUKKle between Unssia and .lapiin 
aniomits in the week In £1,000, or £1,- 
liOO, irrespective of the eab!e;;ranis of 
the news agencies for which it has to 
jiay also snbstantiiil sums. Resides, 
there is an amount of almost iii'jvitable 
wiisle. .Some of the costly cables sent 
to Ijondoii by zealous correspondents 
cannot be used for one reason or an- 
other. A striking illustration o£ how 
nioneil may bo wasted was furnished re- 
cently when the special correspondent 
of a London iiaper cabled a long mcss- 
atgfj from Tokio at a cost of £200. Tho 
iiiossiigo was an iniporlant one, worth 
■oven this groat expenditure of money, 
amd tho correspondent was perfectly jus- 
tilicd in sending il ; but the very same 
luossiigo had iireviniisly been issued liy 
Hie .Tapaiii'se le^'.itioii in London, and 
(■ollse(lUelltl.^• tho £tiOO was liter,all.T 
Mii-ouii .alo the waste pajier basket. A 
Iraii'iiu ;iajier w'M have six or more spo- 
rial coi-.'espiiiidenls scattered over the 
,i;-ea of war, and each of these, in sal- 
ar\-, iraveliim and other persona! ox- 
lic'iise-:, ro]in'sciils an outlay of at least 
£0(inii ,, voar. Tho war corresiiondenl 
i-"'iHi,v rec'n-nized by nil tlio powers. He 
is rcLMihirlv attaidied to the army which 
lie neconipanies in the field, takes rank 
us an oiUcer, ffi,,iimlcr military law. a)id 
is allowed to d'raw fond f<"" hm'seK' mid 
Ills servant nn<I fnrnge for his horse 
fi'om the commissririiit department. Of 
■course ho rolioR on his own reHourecs. 
■so far as po.'(.'<iblo, for his provisions and 



transport, and when circumstances com- 
pel him to resort to the army commis- 
sariat he pays for wlint he receives." 

Hut tho^^war corruspondunt has been 
olllcially recognized only ». to bo oUIcially 
censored. "It 'Woa 'impossible, of course, 
that tho f reedoin, of corntoont allowed to 
Mi: Uussoll in the Crimea should be con-, 
tiinied to his successors. Tho war cor- 
respondent cannot be, in tho 'nature of 
thin;;s, a wolcoino guest to tho com- 
manding olllcor, who naturally prefers to 
conduct the campaign in the dark, or at 
least to restrict the public knowledge of 
affairs to what ho himself thinks fit to 
say in his own ollicial despatches." Tlie 
hosiiitality of- tlie army is at tho war 
correspondent's servi('e, but lie must not 
write, says JLicmillau's. In the Boer 
war tho correspondents suHercd groat 
inconvenience from the censor, who 
would delay a message in order to sug- 
gest some such alteration as "doubtless" 
for "no doubt" — an alteration whoso only 
eDfect, it seems to us, was to rob the 
telegraphs of the price of a word. 
"'War correspondents went out in 
swarms to Tokio, on the way, as they 
tliou.i;lit, to the front: but they wore left 
stranded, liigli and dr.v, in the Japanese 
capital. They wore alloweii to learn tis 
little as possible of the |iro;,'ress of tho 
war. Hero is an amusiii,;; despatch from 



tho Times' representative: '(ieneral 
Fiikushiiaa, of the general staff, today 
informed the foreign eorrespondenis here 
that yesterday a force began to land on 
tho Liautung rcuinsuln.

The name of Serge Jtille-vitch Wihe 
had been for many years upon tho lips 
of every statesman of every nation of 
the earth— and it was with astonish- 
ment that the world became aware of 
his ^uddcn overtlu'ow. Touching this 
.Mr. Bac'Oii says: 

■■-V year a,i:o of all mankind perhaps 
no sini-'le individual yielded so much des- 
potic power as Serge Jiilievitcli Witte. 
From small begiiiiiiii;_'s, ho liad raised 
himself, ill .Vugust, lis'.>2. through what 
we should consider a peculiarly .Viiieri- 
c;iii career — by ability, energy and per- 
soi^al honesty, a very rare combination 
ill Unssia— to the lugheat position under 
the Czar. 

"The position of Minister of Finance 
^vas then considered superior to tliat of 
tho other members of the Cabinet, be- 
<;iuso to him all tho other;,,. ministers 
must turn for funds to carry'.''ont';their 
programmes — thus giving him a kind of 
velo power over all other departments. 

".Moreover, during his long ascendancy 
Miiiistcr "\Vitto has ad'd'ed to tho import- 
ance of the oltlce in many ways. Kven 
when ho. took it up its powers e.vceodcd 
those of Jlinisters of Finance in otlier 
lands— for the Uussian tinaucial chiefs 
enter directly into commcrciol treaties, 
whicli elsewhere fall t» Ministers of 
Foreign Affairs. 

"To this immense power Minister 
M'itte's untiring efforts gave now de- 
velopments on many sides. His great- 
est financial achievement was first stop- 
ping tho wild fiuctuation c^f the Uussian 
paper currency, and then putting it on 
a gold' basis. • 

"For these services ilinister Wilte 
will be Temembored long and gratefully 
—but it is at least a question whether 
many of his other measnres have not 
(lone more barm than good. Here are 
sonic of them: 

"(1) By increasing the revenue of the 
State— mainiy by tho development of in- 
direct taxation — the in(V)mo of the Im- 
perial Treasure was raised from is-iriO,- 
000,000 in IS!)! to .'??).".( >,000,000 in ISOO. 

"(■J) The coiistrui'tion of a groat sys- 
tem of railroads. iVs a subordinate em- 
ployee in the lirst place, and later as 
iiia'iia;.'er of the Southwestern Railway 
Compaiiy, \Vitte made his mark. His 
ehief eiii'rgies were expended for years 
ill constructing tens of thousands of 
miles of new road extending from the 
White Sea to the Caspian— and from the 
Baltic to the Pacific. 

"His theory in regard to these roads 
was thiit they were necessary to enable 
tho products of tho country to reach a 



market, and that othcrwisi' itiis> ia would 
be more and more at a disadvantage in 
competing with the United States and 
the Argentine Republic in .-grain .pro- 
ducts.. 

"Unfortuuately,:,Uowever, these strate- 
gic roads ,ha'ye'j''ad.'ded immensely to -the 
cost of Russia's 'railway system— but 
this has 'been a bagatelle compared to 
the extravagant cost for coustructlon of 
I the nmst useful roads. 
I "Tliese strategic roads which have 
i cost the Uussian government ^i)0,OOU a 
i mile should liave been built for about 
} .'^l;o,0^X) a mile. This dilference of cost 
I on ten thousand miles of road reaches 
I tho enormous sum of S070,000,000! 
"(Hi The reorgaiuiu.vtiou of the banks 
— one for the nobility and another for 
the peasantry— has resulted In endless 
iiiort.ga.L'e banks." 
I U'he article then proceeds witli all tlie 
I ramificatimis which outer into govorii- 
j nient securities, furnished to lend money 
or. the one hand to great •land owners, 
and on the other to pe:i.s.'iuls desiring to 
, buy land— and covering the land redemp- 
: tion tax which is crushing the heart out 
i of af?rlcultural cutecprlses among tho 
I masses. 

I it is pointed out that the Russian of- 
I ticial lives almost entirely by peculation 
I — in otlier words, by "graft"— and tho 
I claim Is made that tho greater portion 
I of the $070,000,000 apparently wasted 
I in the construction of railroads during 
j Witte's administration, was absolutely 
t stolen by ollicials and contractors. 
! .Vfler rehearsing in great detail all of 
; the attempted rel^orm.s which this great

This paper, 
originally established In 1000 as "Lloyd's 
News," dat'os from 1720, and Is the old- 
est lu-wsiiaper iu Kiirope with the ex- 
'■(litioii of till' "London Gazette.'' The 
inii'lligeiire departmi'iit has doveloiied 
continually umler the iiilliieiice of steam 
and elei'lricity. and this process keeps 
liace with tin- opening of new ports, and 
tho increased means of coniiiiunicatioii. 
The inforinntlon Is supplied by Lloyd's 
iigeuts on every coast in the W(uld, who 
in written lists, or by telegram, report 
the arrival, departure or casualties of 
YOH-iels -within their districts.

■ Otliollo's occupation's gone," inoro- 
(iver. for newspapers are no longer luere- 
h- purveyors of news. The reader may 
t'urii lirst to the latest telegrams to sat- 
i;.;fy hif anxiety about the war, uiul to 
asi-ortain whether New York, Paris and 
Yokdluiiiut stand where tliey did; but, 
sooner or later, he limis his way to tlie 
pau'e of the newspaper wliii'li is diinii- 
lieil bv clearer and linner type; Soulier 
or later lu' is reading a leadiii;,' ariielo 
■which ^.-ivcs e()liereiii:e to the scattered 
items of news, eonimeiiis mi the last 
nislit's ilebate, or moralizes gravely oil 
some recent law ease or some social 
tra^edv. The newspaper is doing wore 
than siippiying information; l»y directing 
men s tiiouglicS to' the principles which 
ari! involved in national action, legal 
Uecision, or individual conduct, the news- 
paper is forming public opinion. In 
other words, it is exerting a elearly-de- 
tined inUueuco upon that force which 
the late Lord , Carnarvon described as 
the greatest force in the world of mod- 
ern times. 

The newsiiaper, therefore, oilers an at- 
traction which is snliicieiitly exciting to 
render iiii'ii less curious of what the 
preacher will say on Sunday. It also oc- 
cupies a place in that forming of opin- 
ion which once was so largely in the

'•Othello's occupation's gone' if, lu at- 
tractiveness of material and ■ formative 
inilueuce, the newspaper clialleugtvs the 
preacher's power. But there is worse 
behind. The editor can survey all ques- 
tions.' He can touch the religious prob- 
lem of the hour; ho can turn the great 
machinery which he directs into an in- 
strument for the development of tlio eth- 
ical qualities on which national eliarac- 
' ter depends. He can play the preacher's 
part; he can report sermons; but he can 
do more— be can provide them; and one 
j&jiittire of modern journalism is, as we 
know in some cases, the appearance oC a 
specially-provided sermon. The Sunday 
issue of some newspapers is apologized 
for, if not justifled, by the sermon which 
takes tho place of a letiilius article; and 
very excellent sermons these often arc. 
SVhen these customs prevail, what can 
we say for the preacher except "Othello's 
occupation's gone?" When the editor 
provides the' sermon, what can the

|''#I<(n^•ell said at the time of tho hsliery

silile guardian of public morals, thu 
pieucher wul give a pulpit judgment on 
Us ethical tenaency. l''urther, moved by 
the doctrine taal i^iiristiamty must have 
someihing lo say on every, . matter- Of 
1. email and public interest, the preiicher 
devtiiops into a politician, a military 
critic, possessed or an audacious perspi- 
cacity of judgment, not even second to 
that of a war corrospondeut,, a socialistic 
reformer, keenly interested ' iii municipal 
weii-ueing. 'Thus th'6' 'pt'ea'Cher, liJce' tiio 
sea, calls all religion his own. His oc- 
cupation, so far from being gone, is only 
just begun.

It is not a greedy grasping at 
other man's territory which makes the 
editor invade the iireacher's realm; it is 
not mere lust of an extended kingdom 
which leads the preacher to become the' 
critic of many things, it is rather tho 
siiirit wliicli feels an enlarged sense of 
responsibility. It is due to the reiilizii- 
tion of the solidarity of life. The ten- 
dency to deal >vith many subjects, or to 
< laiiu a right to speak on all, is not in 
livery case due to inordinate vanity or a 
seltish desire to secure popularity; it 
is sometimes duo to a keen instinct of 
the subtle and inevitable relationship of 
things. The journalist reads the tele- 
grains which announce some important 
event or some grave change of policy at 
homo or abroad. The news apiieals to 
his imagination and to his moral sense. 
Ho sees in it some aspect of good or 
evil. He writes, not only because he 
must, but also because he feels that he 
ought. In one sense the appeal which 
conies to him then is the same which 
comes to the preacher who feels bound 
to make some" public event the subject 
of a sermon. 

The more we reflect the more we shall 
realize the common bond between the 
■preacher aiiid tho editor. Both have a 
common duty— the duty of iiilhioncing 
imblic opinion. I?otli have a common 
aim — the inlliiencing of that public opin- 
ion f.ir good,. I'.oth encounter similar 
dilllculties, for both have to produiM? 
their work by a stated time. When we 



consider the hard conaiti(>I^,!^^ft which 
their work is often ddue we 'shall be 
gentle in. our judgniciita on the results. 
'i'Ue inexorable demand cannot he iiost- 
lioned by editor or preacher. No mat- 
ter bow heavy other work has been, no 
matter how wearied the frame or jaded 
the mind, no matter what 'home anxie- 
ties have induced a deep depression of 
heart, the duly has to be faced; the 
seriuou or the article has to be pro- 
duced. Under such circumstances mis- 
takes have been made, and will oon- 
liiiue to be made; but let the man who 
has never fallen below his ideal, who iia.-- 
never written' or. spokeu a hasty word, 
who has never overlooked an important 
or salient fact— let such an one, if such 
there be, and none other, cast the stone. 
Xo doubt in this aspect the preacher 
has some advantages over the writer; 
his work in this .respect is weekly and 
not daily; but, on the other hand, he it 
seldom free to coneentrnto his iniiid on 
one class of work; he has to carry heavy 
burdens all the week — the care of the 
sick, the sorry, the old, and llm young; 
and his one or two sermons in the week 
press upon him with an urgency which 
should constitute a bond of sympathy 
between him and tho leader-writer. 
Thus, in conditions and character of 
.■work, and in aim and purpose, there is 
much; which unites the preacher and the 
journalist. ,: . 

i v^jt'Thefe^'is the hint here of what eon- 

' stitntes the dignity of the worl: of both. 
It lies in that word which has become 
sacred to men since it was lirst spoken 
in the Far lOast. It lies i:i ilie wonl 
service. This is the,^v\ni-d \\iiirli coii 
fcrs its. true dignity upon work. Xe- 
cessily coiii[iels most lueii to \viii-k. ll 
is still in the sweat <>:' brow and brain 
that men must eat bread: lnu happily, 
though necessil.v sels iiicii to v/.irk. work 
is lifted into a higher plane io liiiii who 
realizes that it may be made to "suli- 
serve another's gain." The si-nse that 
wo can do some gooti in the ^^•orld. tiiat 
"we can render service to the cause of 
justice, truth or humanity, redeems toil 
from its drndgery, and emancipates tho 
soul from the feeling of slavery to ne- 
cessity. The spiritual paradox is con- 
stantly true: the scii.se of servitude is 
banished by the consciousness of ser- 
vice. Xot only is it true that the great- 
est is he that doth serve, but also that 
it is oiil.v in Ihe realiziilion of tiorvice 
si. at true freedom is found. 

i Arehimeih's asked for a place outside 
the world in order that be might move 

, the world. As long a:< he stood on the 
world he knew that he ■ivas powerless to 
move it. The story is a parable. .\s 
long us we live in the world wo aro 
powerless to move it. As long as wu 
are enclosed within the small sphere of 
our own ambitious and interests, and 
forget that service is the ' highest call- 
ing, wo are impotent to lift mankind to 
higher levels. Only when we step out 
of self . upon the vantage ground of iin- 
seltish love are we able to move this 
world forward or upwards towards (iod. 
It will always bo well if preacher and 
journalist can recognize the brotherhood 
of service which unites them, and, while 
carrying out freely their respective work, 
labor for the promotion of great and 
conimon purposes. The words which 
apjioal to the eyes of men, and the 
words which appeal to the ears (jf men, 
can co-operate for tho siiread of knowl- 
edge, the mnintenuiicc of righteousness. 
t\m protection of homo sanctities, and 
the diffusion of a humane and. brotherly 
spirit. For tho rest, as long -as service 
cnn Iks', repderwl to our fellow-riieu, no 
man's opcupation'.s gone, whether ho be 
parson or journalist.

'l''he Changing ^fodos of Fiction. 

(H. B, Marriiilt Watson in London 
Daily Mail.) 
"An art," says Jfr. G. S. Street, in 
nil interesting article in llie "Pall Mall 
(;a'.^(>tle," "is eternal but the modes of 
it are recurring fashions." This is a true 
snying, anil is deninnstratod by numer- 
ous evamples in literary history. But 
it seems lo me that iSir. Street's d<'dlie- 
tion from this premise is scarcely jns- 
tiliable. Ho declares that we have ex- 
hausted the old typo of fiction, .and 
must find new forms, Indeed, ho thinks 
v.'o are already finding new forms. Oer- 
tainly wo are doing that; stylos wax 
and wane, oiid tlii^y aro waxing in 
qunntity, if not in qmilit.v, in lattor- 
(loy letters. But the old mode Is not 



thereby superseded. 

The novel, as re|.u-esentcd from Cield- 
ing to jlr. .Meredith and .Mr. llardv, is 
laicen liy .Mr. .Street to exhibit the ""old 
large method," and this, he sa\s, is 
ilyiiig, if not deiiil; whereas a iu:"u art 
of narrative fiction is very niiicli alive. 
But what is there iu the old forms or 
modes that need perish? A form (jcr- 
ishes when it is uo longer in keeping 
with the age. Fiction that sets forth 
lifo in its fulness and variety must al- 
wa.\s be i;i harmony with the age. 
I'robably we have outgrown for ever 
the leif.u'ely style of Kicliardsoii, of 
Thackeray, of Dickens; but mat is 
hardly material. The essentials of a 
novel are the siory and the characters. 
W bile these reinain novels may be al- 
^^■ays in the grand nmiiiier, and we may 
hope for new Merediths ami Hardys at 
any time in the future. 

.Mr. iStreet is right in observing that 
fiction has been specialized in more 
modern times. That is iiart of the 
growth of the art,- for all art grows, 
whether for good or ill; one sphere of 
fiction is devoted to plot, to the yarn, 
and neglects character.' For this .Mr. 
Street has little sympathy. Cei-tainly 
there is no reason why in setting fortii 
a tale liiiimiu clmraeteristit-s should he 
eliminated. • But the prevalence of 
"iniichiiie'' lietion need not lilind our 
eyes to better things around us. Mr. 
^I^cet is iiessiinisi ic. ai.d, it seems to 
loe, iiiidiil.v so. "'riiere Were giants in 
those d;iys:" there alwa.vs were giaiiis 
in olden days. Vet even aniong'^ us to- 
day may lii> some with a promise of the 
giant's stature. 

U'lie attractions of the literary life in- 
clude the power of the writer to dis- 
pose of his own time. People who aro 
loiifined to oUlces' and' "business hours 
(dten express envy of a literary career; 
that a man should make ids living iby, 
say, three hours' work a day, to be 
cliosen at the writer's will, strikes the 
layman as unfair. But a writer's \vork, 
like a winnan's, is "never vlone." .\ 
well-known novelist calculates that he 
lias written over half a million words 
of literary composition during the last 
twelve months, tJf these, .".OO.OOll words 
were lietion; the reniaimler consisted of 
essays and jouriialisiii. -Vml probably 
this could bo easily beaten 'by other 
ri cords. But it represents solid and 
coniiiiiioiis work which should give the 
sci>iiiical pause. 

aiHE JAPAXIOSIO S\\'OKD. 

TIk' short sword for which the .lajiaii- 
ese lire so famous is a wonderful [iro- 
duclion. 

h'irst of all, a very thin sheet of si eel 
is lixed to an iron bar lhat ultimately 
serves as a hanille. To Ihis .sheet of 
steel other pieces of tlie same si'/.e aro 
soldered until the muss is about eight 
inches long and two inches -wide, 'i'lu! 
bar of steel is then brought to a white 
licat, and is bent in half, and hammered 
until it resumes its original size. This 
jirocess is repeated no Ipss than fifteen 
times, ' 

]'"(Uir smnllor bars are lluui made and 
soldered together,, after which they are 
doubled in half, rebealed, iiiid hammer- 
ed out, this process lieing repeated live 
limes. liy this time the sword is 
Ill-ought lo thi' reiiuired thickness. Ihi.' 
layers of steel have been liiinimered so 
thin thai llie blade ('ontiiins innunn'r- 
nble sheets* id' nielal. Tlii! handle is 
then roriiied, and when the linishiiig 
loiiches have been put on the blade it 
is heated to a certain temperature and 
dipiiod into o hath of oil or water. To- 
gether with the shnrpening, the making 
of one of those fnmouH swords takes 
about Fovon weeks. . The many thnus- 
nnds of Inferior swords whiidi will be 
used in the war are not, of courso, niadii 
by this long proces.s.

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poverty of the people are already more 
than usurped by Chinese merchants, 
against wiioin tho Americans cannot 
compete. 

At Colon nnd Panama, as in the in- 
terim, the mercantile pursuits are over- 
crowded by the Chinese, who, by scant 
living, are tiblo to undersell all comi)e- 
titors, and who have virtually moiioiio- 
lii'.ed the trade possibilities. To develop 
new trade possihilities among thi.i peo- 
j)le and in the face of such competition 
is biipossible, for tliure has as yet lieen 
no increase in the legitimate population 
oCtho ,'Istlimus, : nor will there be until 
tha'actuaLftrock.'of .canal construction is 
undertaken. An equally dark outlook is 
presented lo Americans of professional 
abilities, (.Jolon supports two physi- 
cians, one employed at a snbiry by the 
railroad, and the other, an impecunious 
Frenidimau. There is- not room for more, 
for the reason that the railroad pliy- 
si( iaii has a monopoly of the practice 
among the half thousand whites, and it 
is the rule of the native classes, when 
they get sick, to die or get well, as 
fate decrees, without medical assistance, 
.•t thing they could not pay for even if 
they knew iiow to employ it. 

XO CHAXCD FOB LAWYICRS. 
For lawyers there is no more of an 
opening than there is for physicians, 
'i.'bat field is crowded by the better class 
of natives, every one of whom pretends 
legal ability, and even if there were 
room for him tho American lawyer 
could not practice under the strange, 
almost weird courts and codes tliat are 
established thcre,i and that will only be 
changedsiin '• thatfepart'/of the Istninus 
over which the' Oanal Commission has 
jurisdiction. 

Xor is there the slightest chance for 
Ihe steiiogvaplier, the experienced clerk, 
or the otherwise capable young Ameri- 
can lo gain a livelihood. Stenographers, 
t .^'iicwriters and clerical assistants are 
cm|ilii.ved onl.v by the railroad company 
and the t'anal Commission, and the va- 
cancies oi^curriiig in the ranks of the 
limited number of employees of these 
iiisiiiiitious are filled by ■ il process of 
selei'tion, which is carried on here in 
the States. 

It is the same with respect to every 
other pursuit. The Isthmus is a place 
where the people live from hand to 
month; and live mighty, poorly at that. 
Il is a jilace, all other reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding, where disease 
stalks almost tinrestraiiiod, and where it 
wii: conlinue to hold sway until tho 
sanitary cor))S sent there by this gov- 
ernment has finished its work. It is a 
place where there is not one chance in 
a thousand for a man to make a penny 
in any kind of speculation, except plain 
gambling. It is a jilace where the man 
seeking employment Is almost cwtai.i 
to starve to death. In a won!, it is the 
meanest piece on the.face of the world 
for any .white man to, think of Boing to, 
and tho most magnificent of all places 
to stay away from. It holds out neither 
lioiie, promise nor incentive; but with a 
lav ish hand offers death, disease and de- 
generation. 

'J'lic best service tho government can, 
for the moment, render tho American 
)ii oiile in respect to the canal ontor- 
)irise is to convert the terms of .Toliii 
Barrett's warning into an absolute pros- 
cii|)tion against emigration to the Isth- 
mus. 



The only fault that can be found with 
the warning which John Barrett, Amer- 
ican Iilinister to Panama, has issued 
with a view to discouraging a rush of 
adventurous and ambitious -Vinericans 
to the Istnnius of Panama is that il 
comes at a very late day. 

In the course of a series of letters 
written for the Xorth .\merican from 
Colon and I'aiiama in the days imme- 
diately Kdlowiug the establislimeiit of 
llie islhiiuan re|mblic, 1 called atten- 
tion to the necessity for just such a 
warning as has now been issued; and 
went uveu farther iu.;poiutiug out the 
good resultSvtliati'wbuld ."follow if this 
government sliould' 'prescribe regulations 
ii;al would restrict emigration to ihe 
Isthmus lo those that had legitimate 
business and fixed employment to lake 
lliem there. 

It was evident in those days of the 
new republic's existence thai some such 
steps would be necessary. The advance 
guard of the adventuruous and ainbi- 
iioiis arrived on the Isthmus three 
weeks to a day afti'r the declaration of 
Panama's independence was proclaimed. 
.■Villi a sorrier lot of people America 
never sent to a land of poor promise. 
They were grafters, lured, on. by the .ex- 
pectation that Hush times !\fd!ala';lnstant- 
ly follow the sotting up of^tho ue.w gov- 
ernment. They fell upon Colon and 
Panama, broken in purse and vicious 
in disposition, and by their unblushing 
aitempis at grafting bcgiiu at once the 
woi ii of discrediting the American- peo- 
ple before tho poor and imprcssionrtble 
isthmians. 

BASILY DISrOSKD OF. 

'i'his class was easily disposed of, for 
it learned quickly that the dream of 
easy profits to follow tho working of 
hew lields of graft were snares and de- 
lusions, and its relH-eseiitatives soon took 
theniselvcs to healthier and more pros- 
IK'ious regions. Xor did llie Isthmians 
hot her themseives about the fate of 
these adventurers. The I'aiiamaiis 
leiiriicd to know graft from the example 
set them by the AifUcials iind employees 
of the French Canal Company, -who 
stole with unblushing avidity:"that was 
positively admirable, and with an avar- 
iciousness that knew uo bounds. 

By these examples the people of the 
isthmus came to know graft in its every 
form and to be able to detect a grafter 
on sight, simple, ignorant and illiterate, 
tliongli they undoubtedly are. There 
was, therefore, short shrift on the Istli- 
n.us for the American grafter. He was 
too much of an amateur, in the first 
lilace, and for the second part, there 
were no fields among that poverty- 
sti-icken people for him lo harvest. 

But the case was different with the 
man of sincere intent, seeking ,a place 
for tho exercise of his i abilities. . He 
was led on by the promise of boom times 
to folloiv American occupation of the 
canal zone, and he went to the Isthmus 
on a legitimate mission, b'or all of this 
class there conid be only failure and 
hilt crest disappointment, for, as it is 
now, as it has been for years, and as it 
will be for years to come, Panama is 
a l.-iiid void of opportunity. 
AHSOLUTFLY NO OPPORTUiNITY. 

Colon and Panama, cesspools of filth 
and recking with disease, offer no open- 
ings. The towns along the railroad 
that crosses tho Isthmus aro more ham- 
lots, peopled by half miked, wholly il- 
literate, and generally contamiiiatCHl na- 
tives, half-breeds.

'i'he tufhnlcnl si-hool at Furth was 
started for the promotion of the local 
Vood-carviug-, carpentering and wood- 
turiiiiij,' industries. It is intended for 
the combined i)r!ietlcal and theoretical in- 
Htnictiou of boys who have passed 
through the public I'loiiientary schools, 
and aims franUly iit substitutinf,' for 
the usual period of apiiiciiticeship work- 
shop instruction, siiiM'lcnionted by theor- 
etical subjects trivcii ill the school. 

-Vs a rule, the attitude of the trade 
towards the scliools is si;;iiilirant. Their 
foundation has been welcomed by the 
hir.ir(> maiiuractnrers employing many 
workmen inid uiifiu-ornbly ret;ar(led by 
the possessors uf siUiiU worlcshops. The 
former look forward to procuriuy jour- 
noynieu with a thorough theoretical uud 
practical knowledse of their trade. and 
abie to perform independent work, the 
latter fenr tli^Xtoinjcititiqn^of the objects 
niHiuifacturedi\by.i,i.tih«!ij.j3thools in the 
course of tliC' prncttcal • instruction. The 
ill-feelinK of tlio latter class towards- 
tlic school almost entirely ceases when 
the objects mauufnctured are sold at a 
distance. 



An interesting' report has been pub- 
lished by the I'.ritish Uoiisul at Stutt- 
sart upon the teoliuieal iiisrriieiion niiw 
'^ivou in coniieetion with the wood-work- 
ing industries of Germany. It is shown 
that almost all trades' schools and the 
larger continuation schools contain spe- 
cial classes tor carpenters, furniture 
auBkers, turners, and other WQod-wo.rK- 
*r3; but in- these classes as well as in 
the schools organized by the AYood- 
workcrs' Guild, much nioro attention is 
instruction in the dUfer'Mit processes of 
"wood-cnrving. 

' The fir.st iadeiienaent siH'oial technical 
schools for wood-curving' wiM-e estiiblish- 
t'd in tlie great wooded districts of Ba- 
varia. .\s far back as the year ISoS 
Iho attention of tlie Bavarian Govern- 
mont WHS drawn to the fact that tlie 
^voo(l-^.'^lrvillg iiiduslriDs in the districts 
of Oboraniaiergau and Bevchtes;:aden, 
wliicili liad IliMirislicd for several ceu- 
turir-s, were in a languishiiif; condition. 
This led to the foundation of the first 
special tcclmical school at Berelitcsgml- 
ca, wliicli was followed by a number 
<if other schools founded on tlii' same 
pattern, luit witli a more extensive <^ur- 
liculuni. 

During tlio summer niontlis the school 
is visite<l liy few pupils, as the majority 
of the boys are occupied in various call- 
iugs. . Many are engaged in field work, 
others are' employed as boatmen on the 
Inkcs, others again act as guides to 
tourists, and so forth. The report tidds 
that an order was lately received for 
8,000 boxes of carved animals for a 
watering-place on the west coast of Eng-

Tenlr of ." A similar order for a 

like purpose was also received from 
Cape Town. 

Tlio iirawing auu wood-carving school 
at Pnrteukirclien, opened in 1801), is the 
art trade institute of the surrounding 
district, founded I'.ir tlie purpose nl" fos- 
tering the wuiiil-carviiig industry, wiiich 
dms already exisli-d there for several 
centuries. ,V spiM-ia! feature is llie wood- 
working business attaelied to tlie seliool. 
This business, wliieh is only carried on 
a.s far as ir seems necessary in (lie in- 
terests of tile sclioid. was (■(iiiiiiii'Ucfd in 
order to increase the opportunities for 
prai-tical wurk. ami so nIKird the iildiT 
pupils an oiiportunity of earning some 
liioiiey. Tlie obji'i-ts maniii'aetureil in- 
clude decorative furniture and other 
iiouseliold articles of every kind and 
style. The l)nsiness is carried on en- 
tirely apart from the school in a tlior- 
ougfli commercial manner, with separate 
ficouDts and book-keeping. It .is .worth 
about £2.500. including furniture 'rind 
objects in carved wood for about 
i'OOO, and a stock of wood valued at 
about f500. The tinnnal business done 
amounts to about 100 orders, valued at 
£500.

If we note 
also that the Kiissiaiis have mounted a 
large nunilier of sea service guns — which 
they have done, notably on Taku-shan— 
it will be seen that, liowever numerous 
the artillery may be, it does not possess 
that homogeneity which is one of the 
lirst desiderata for a reolly flrst-dass 
moihu-n fortress. It will at. once strike 
the most casual observei:. that the pro- 
vision ot ammunition for such n selec- 
tion of guns must jiresent dilllculties 
■which are all bat insurmountahle. 

The circuit of hills wliieli separate 
the port from the anchorage, and which 
protect it from Southerly winds, trace 
naturally the general line of the sea 
front, and may.be separated into tlie 
following divlWoiis:— Pirst, Golden .

At Yan-ton. at Point Alibs, and fiir- 
lli or north as for as Loiivie I!ay. the 
liussians do not se(>m to have construct- 
ed any batteries, and in this direction 
count sididy on mobile defence.

ward. If we credit the four bntte'iAy;
